ALL SUCH VETERANS 
ARE URGED TO ACT 


Pro v isio ns o f New Statute Are 
Quo ted, Raising Pensio ns fo r 
Tho se with Disabilities 


V eterans 
of 
the 
Spanish- 
American w ar who are drawing 
more th an $30 a m onth in pen­ 
sions m ust file applications for 
increase provided by a recent 
act of congress. Some veterans 
were of the opinion th a t it was 
not necessary for them to 
file 
application. 
The following official notice 
sent out by the governm ent ex ­ 
plains tihe necessity for filing 
new claims w ith 
the 
pension 
bureau: 
The Act of June 2, 1930 pro­ 
vided (in part) th a t any per­ 
son who served 90 day s or more 
in the m ilitary or naval services 
of the United States during the 
w ar with Spain, the Philippine 
Insurrection, or the China Re­ 
lief Ex pedition, who has been 
honorably discharged therefrom 
or having served less th an 90 
day s was discharged for disabil­ 
ity incurred in service in line 
of duty , and 
who is 
suffering 
from any m ental or 
phy sical 
disability of a perm anent ch ar­ 
acter and thereby rendered un­ 
able to earn a support, may be 
pensioned a t rates from $20 to 
$60 per m onth, as follows; $20 a 
m onth for one-tenth disability ; 
$25 for one-half disability ; $50 
for three-fourths disability ; and 
$60 for total disability . A rate of 
$72 per m onth is provided for 
one wjio, on account of age or 
phy sical <*r m ental disabilities 
is helpless or blind as to need 
or req uire the regular aid and 
attendance of another person. 
Any person who served as 
noted above who has reached 
the age of 62 y ears is entitled to 
u pension of $30 per m onth; 68 
y ears, $40 per m onth; 72 y ears, 
$50 per m onth; and 75 
y ears, 
$60 per m onth. 
The pension or increased rate 
of pension provided by the Act 
commences from the date of fil­ 
ing application therefor in the 
Bureau of Pensions.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 21— 
Oiling unpaved roads to lay dust 
continued this week w ith con­ 
siderable progress reported, say s 
John J. Brown, director, in the 
state highway commission’s tra f­ 
fic bulletin issued today . At the 
same time splendid progress was 
made by pavjng contractors and 
a large am ount of new pavem ent 
completed which is now curing 
preparatory to traffic use. 
In several cases, road officials 
say , detours are m arked in case 
traffic prefers their use to rout­ 
ing over freshly oiled highway s. 
They point out th a t the oil is 
dragged into the loose m aterial 
repeatedly after application, and 
usually in ten day s from appli­ 
cation has passed the point w hen 
it splashes under traffic.

almo st 
do ubled, American labo r and indiistry thrived 
and bank savings also nearly do ubled. 
The Wall street crash, which caused a par­ 
alysis o f capital, needs a tariff such as was pass­ 
ed. 
Calamity ho wlers still co ntinue and demo ­ 
cratic leaders will go o n with their o ld attack s, 
and predictio ns fo r the future, but lik e 
tho se 
pro phecies o f 1922, everything will be just the re­ 
verse to tho se predictio ns. 
Vo ters, 
with o nly a little 
mo re 
than fo ur 
mo nths fro m the fall electio n, must no t be mis­ 
led by these predictio ns fro m the demo cratic 
side. Vo ters sho uld turn back to the 1922 perio d 
and then lo o k fo rward fo r renewed pro sperity 
which they enjo yed until the fatal Wall street 
crash. 
The Smo o t-Hawley tariff, as Senato r Watso n 
emphasized, is directed and destined to pro tect 
American labo r and industry and bring abo ut the 
general pro sperity o f this natio n. The best ar­ 
gument fo r the republican administratio n may be 
seen in the demo catic predictio ns no w being 
made.

Beard best as the National Scout 
Commissioner of the Boy Scouts 
of America and as chairman of 
the National Court of Honor and 
Honorary Vice-President of the 
Movement. In that capacity he 
has awarded to thousands of 
Scouts the Awards of the Nation- 
al Court of Honor and the Gold 
Honor Medals which go only to 
those who risk their own lives to 
save the lives of others. They 
know him, too, as a writer of 
handycraft books and articles 
for boys and as an artist and il- 
lustrator who is a cheerful friend 
of youth.

r, ,But Dan Beard's liistoiy of.acV 
complishment dates much far- 
ther pack than that. He spent 
his boyhood in Ohio in the days 
of the Civil War and after his 
schooling worked for a map pub- 
lishing company. In that capa- 
city he mapped most of the ci- 
ties east of the Mississippi River 
and had an opportunity of do- 
ing what he most likes 'to do— 
study people. His Hobby in those 
days was drawing and when a 
magazine editor happened to 
come across one and bought it, 
the young artist decided that be- 
ing an artist would be much 
more fun than being a surveyor, 
and so he adopted art as his life 
work. Since then he has launch- 
ed out into other lines of en- 
deavor. 


Fathers and mothers of pres- 


ent day Scouts and other boys 
and girls will remember back to 
the days when "Uncle Dan" was 
best known as the illustrator of 
Mark Twain's "Connecticut Yan- 
kee in King Arthur's Court," as 
founder of the first class of ani- 
mal drawing in the world and as 


the author of the "Boy's Own 
Handy Book," the first of a long 
series of books on how to make 
and do things that has made Mr. 
Beard world famous. 


The National Scout Commis- 


sioner has been honored on 
many occasions and at eighty he 
is one of the few men in the 
world to hold the Roosevelt Me- 
dal, the Silver Buffalo Award of 
the Boy Scouts of America and 
the Silver, Wolf of the British 
Boy Scouts Association for Dis- 
tinguished Service to Boyhood. 
A mountain peak, one pf the tal- 
lest in America, Mt. Beard next 
to Mt. McKinley, which was dis- 
covered by the Brown and Park- 
er Expedition, has been named 
in his honor.

nied the Award of the Silver Buf- 
falo 
follows: 
"Daniel Carter 


Beard, author, artists, out-doors- 
man, pioneer of outdoor move- 
ments for boys as founder of 
Boy Pioneers and Sons of Daniel

Dan Beard lives in Suffern, N. 


Y., in a great house surrounded 
by all trees. Most times, though, 
he can be found in his studio, 
which is located in the back of 
what "Uncle Dan" terms his 
yard. The yard comprises many 
acres of land and there are tall 
trees on it. a trout stream and 
birds and flowers. Until a short 
time ago he was a resident of 
Flushing, L. I., but things got too 
crowded there. 


It is in his studio that "Uncle 


Dan" will celebrate his birthday 
this year because that is his most 
loved place. And to those Scouts 
who will be sending messages of 
greeting, and to the thousands 
of others of his friends, the hero 
of a thousand camp fires sends 
a cheery greeting.
